In a message to Premier Manning the 
executive of the Alberta Federation of Agri- 
culture points out—in a way even towns- 
folk can understand—that heavy losses 
must fall upon the farmers of this province 
if they have to feed mature hogs and cattle 
for any lengthy period because the packing 
plants are closed. The farmer, like the con- 
sumer, is a helpless bystander. But these 
are the parties who have to sustain the 
damages if the fight goes on 

The executive therefore proposes that 
Alberta join with the other provinces in set- 
ting up a joint conciliation board to arrange 
a settlement of the dispute 

And that the packing companies and 
their employes be urged to re-open the plants 
immediately, on the understanding that 
whatever terms are agreed upon shall be 
retroactive to the date of re-opening 

This procedure would have the advantage 
that the settlement could be made on 
nation-wide basis, without the provinces 
waiving their right to contro] labor relations

Italy, Hungary, Romania, Bulgaria ana | 
Finland are no longer enemy states. They | 
have signed on the dotted lines, the treaties | 
have been duly ratified, and they are to 
return to the documentary status of sover- 
eign countries 

Italy, the worst offender of the jot, is the 
most heavily punished geographically. Its 
oversea empire is no more, it has lost territ- 
ory to Yugoslavia and some fragments of 
border land to France. Eight years ago a 
great maritime power, its master the co- 
conspirator with Hitler in the project to 
conquer Europe, it has sunk to political 
impotence and depands on the generosity of 
those against whom it levied war to rescue 
it from bankruptcy 

But Italy's fate is rather better than 
that of its four associates in some respects. 
By aligning itself with the Allies when 
defeat was inevitable it gained some sym- 
pathy from them. At least it will have 
their protection against being swept into the 
Russian orbit—.as the other four have been. 

The restoration of peace opens the way 
for a resumption of commerce with the 
world. Canada will be interested in that, 
particularly in the case of Italy. Its pro- 
ducts differ greatly from ours, and it has 
free access to the sea. There will be an 
opportunity to build up considerable trade 
between Italy and the Dominion when the 
Italians get production going again on an 
export basis

Every mother who puts her 
children out to play is fearful that 
they may be endangered by the 
traffic on the street. It haunts a 
|mother so she is unnecessarily 
severe if the child accidentally runs 
into the street 

Untii the child is 18 months of 
}age, sometimes longer, he will be 
| better off ip his playpen. Here he 
|} can see what everyone is doing but 
}mot menace his safety by heed- 
| less running 

Education in how and where to 
play outdoors must start as soon 
as the child is free from the play- 
pen. It must be consistent with 
never an exception, if it is to mean 
anything to the child 

He must be shown where he 
play. Say concretely, “You 
play here and run as far as the 
tree, or as far as the gate or the 
next sidewalk, or the next drive 
way.” Make it a large enough 
space so the child feels the joy of 
his liberty, not the pain of his 
limitations 

Then watch him. If he moves 
beyond the space alloted to him, go 
out and bring him in the house 
promptly. Tell him, “You went 
out of your play place. You can't 
play outdoors unless you stay where 
mother tells you you must.” 

Don't make the mistake of deny- 
ing the child freedom for a whole 
day. That becomes teaningless 
Wait for an hour or so and then 
put him out again with the same 
instructions and the same watch- 
fulness. If some older child is on 
hand to play with him, repeat the 
instructions to him or her and let 
him warn you if your child exceeds 
his limitations of play space 

Other children can be very 
ful in educating the small 
that he isn't to go out of his 
Children respect the word of

Then, when you do take the child 
away from home, give him a good 
example of how to act when cross- 
ing the street. Look both ways no 
darting between cars but making 
a real show of your carefulness

WASHINGTON, (NANA) — Every 
six hours a nearly complete weather 
chart of the world is spread out be- 
fore weather bureau forecasters in 
Washington. 

This is possible because of two 
great radio teletype networks sel 
up by the army and navy during 
the war and now converted to 
civilian use. 

One of these networks extends 
from New York to Paris by way 
of the Azores. At Paris it is geared 
to land telegraph lines extending 
to every country in Europe and 
North Africa. It then comes back 
to New York by way of Ireland and 
Newfoundland. The second, start- 
ing from San Francisco, spreads like 
a spider web over all the Pacific 
and Far East. The centre of the 
web is Honolulu, with branch lines 


extending to Australia, The 
Phillippines, Japan, China and 
Korea. 


By means of this network, six- 
hourly reports are received from 
more than 1,000 stations scattered 
at strategic points over the globe. 


| All reports are in code for the sake 


of brevity and to avoid translation 
from foreign languages. Each code 
message consists of 25 figures, each 


of which tells some important fact | 


about the weather at the point of 
origin. Lack of an entirely uniform 
code through the world is a major 
drawback at present. 

The value of this network, weather 
bureau officials here say, hardly can 
be overestimated. The science of 
forecasting weather depends, at 
present, on a great mass of simul- 
taneous observations. The first 
symptoms of a storm in the United 
States may be found in observations

made in North Africa. In the past, 
reports have been relatively chaotec, 
consisting of observations taken at 
different times and transmitted at 
odd intervals 

Of particular Interest are the re- 
ports received from Russia, especia!- 
ly from new observatories in north- 
ern Siberia, where a great many 
winter storms which sweep over 
North America are born. Among 
the projects to be pressed by the 
American delegation will be the re 
establishment of an international 
polar weather commission for esta- 
blishing more stations in the Arctic 
basin. 

All United States observations are 
sent back over the teletype for the 
benefit of co-operating foreign 
countries. The dividends in more 
accurate forecasts soon should be 


apparent, experts say.
